Board Of Health | 
Keeping Check On 
Fall-Out In Mississippi 


“The State Board of Health is 
keeping a 24-hour check on radio- 
active fall-out in Mississippi," said 
Dr. A. L. Gray, Executive Officer. | 

"Jf there is any indication of' 
health hazards, the publie will be 
alerted at once in order -to take 
whatever precaution are  neces- 
sary." 

Even thought Public Health 
Service reported that the Pasca- | 
goula area hed the nation’s high. 
est concentration of fall-out in the! 
nation on Tuesday September 19, 
there is no cause for alarm, Dr. 
Gray assured Mississippians. 

*A peak of radioactivity in our 
state was reached on Tuesday, 
but it is subsiding,” he reported. 

The State Board of Health is 
the official agency for detecting 
and analyzing radiological data 
for the state, and peopie should 
not be alarmed by reports coming 
from other sources within or 
without the state, according to 
the state health officer. 

A full-time radiation control 
was initiated by the Board of 
Health, July 1960, headed by 
Robert A. Rester, an Atomic En- 
ergy Commission-trained radiation 
physicist. 

“Through expensive instrumenta- 
tion and analytical procedures 
performed ia our laboratory by a 
competent staff, we can separate 
the radioactive eentamigation in 
air filters and accurately assess 
conditions,” said Rester. 

In accounting for the increased 
amount of fall-out in Mississippi, 
Rester said’ “We speculate that 
hurricane Carla forced air masses 
in a different than normal flow. 
It stopped the cold air that was 
moving down and the fall-out re- 
mained more or less stationary 
for a short period.” 

Rester said that when the Rus- 
sian resumed atomic testing that 
the State Board of Health began 
a 24hour a day fall-out sample 
in the two air samplings stations 
the Board operates. One of the 
stations is located in Pascagoula 
and the other in Jackson. 

"We make our own analyses 
here in our well-equipped labora- 
tory, and also forward samples to 
the Public Health Laboratory in 
Rockville, Maryland, in coopera- 
tion with the nation-wide surveil- 
lance program," explained Rester. 

Daily preliminary information— 
of a qualitative rather than quan- 
also been 
catied in to Washington from the 
State Board of Health. 

The ¢we public health air sam- 
pling stations were established 
several years ago, and routinely 
camptes have been submitted for 
laboratory analysis in order to 
evaluate pollution problems in 
these two strategic areas. 

"In time of stress or disaster 
our air sampling goes om round- 
the-clock, seven days a week,” 
stated Rester. 5

takes water, vegetation, milk and
